and Tom Shtirkey fought last night 
at the Palace Athletic club for a 
$15,000 purse. At the end of tho 
seventh round the police interfered 
and^he contest resulted iu a most 
unsatisfactory draw. 


Never in the history of tho ring 


has there been such an enormous 
attendance at a boxing bout in this 
vicinity. There were about 10,000 
persons squeezed into the big build 
ing at One Hundred and Seventh 
street and Lexington avenue. Tho 
quantity of money which would 
have changed hands had the bout 
resulted in favor of either man is 
well np in sis figures. 


Maher -was a big favorite, hut- 


there seemed to be plenty of money 
on Sharkey. 


When they 
began 
operations 


Maher's advantage in height and 
reach was very marked. Sharkey's 
style of leaving himself open when 
stepping away caused a good deal of 
comment and it was easily seen that 
Maher was in no hurry to mil mat- 
tors, as he evidently preferred to 
sixe his man np. 


The boxing was very tame for 


five ronnds, neither man showing a 
mark. In the sixth round Sharkey, 
with a well directed straight right 
on the mouth, sent Peter sprawling 
half way through the ropes, where 
he struggled for five seconds before 
he regained his feet. 
M Maher 


was getting np Sharkey rushed to- 
ward him, bnt was called back by 
Choynski, who was evidently afraid 
that the sailor might committ a 
foul. 


Ten seconds later the gong ended 


the sixth round, and when Maher 
returned to his comer he spat out a 
lot of blood. 
Sharkey's friends, 


when they saw this, yelled, "First 
blood for Sharkey," and there was 
a great deal of cheering. 


The seventh round was nearly 


completed when Mahor, after getting 
in some good blows on Bharkey, 
sent the latter to the floor near the 
ropes with a left in the wind and a 
right swing on the jaw. "Tom" 
was up again inside of five seconds 
and rushed into clinch. 


In this clinch Maher kept work- 


ing his right on the body, nnd when 
the gong sounded neither heeded 
the warning of the time-keeper, but 
kept on hitting each other. One of 
Mahor's seconds rushed over and 
gra irbed Maher. While he was try- 
ing to pull the big fellow away 
Sharkey swung his right on the sec- 
ond's face, dazing him. 


By this time the house was in an 


uproar, and there were cries of 


Foul'" from the partisans of both 


men. 
The din was terrific, but in- 


creased tenfold when Inspector Mc- 
Laughlin ordered the police to arrest 
all those concerned in the fight. Po- 
licemen in uniform swarmed into 
the ring, and a number of detec- 
tives also climbed 
through the 


ropes. The principles were the first 
arrested, and then the seconds and 
referee were told to accompany the 
officers. 


While all this was going on the 


thousands of spectators were clam- 
oring for a decision from the referee, 
wio was busily engaged arguing 
with the officers who surrounded 
him. Finally it was made known 
that Referee Colville had decided to 
call the bout a "draw." 
This did 


not seem to please a good many, bnt 
according to the conditions agreed 
upon by both men the judgment of 
;he referee was rignt and propfcr. 


The relative merits of the men . is 
ast as much of a puzzle as ever and 
mtil *hey meet again and get a 
definite decision their adherents will 
not be satisfied.

CossTASTixoi'LK, Juno 10.—It is 


expected that strong pressure will 
be needed to overcome the resist- 
ance of the Turkish government to 
the retrocession of Thessaly. Re- 
ports that Great Britain is opposing 
on religious grounds Turkey's re- 
tention of Thessaly are being circu- 
lated here, with the view of exciting 
Mussulman fanaticism. The powers 
contend that, as they guarantee the 
integrity of Turkey, the latter must 
respect the integrity of others. In 
a memorandum submitted to tho 
Turkish government, the powers 
propose that the crest of the moun- 
tains of the Greek frontier be occu- 
pied by Turkish instead of Greek 
troops, and also that the indemnity 
be in proportion to the resources 
of 
Ureece. 
It 
is 
further 


proposed to modify the capitula- 
tions, or special privileges enjoyed 
by Greek subjects in Turkey with 
the view of abolishing certain abuses 
which have been the subject of com- 
plaint upon the part of the Turks. 
The two latter questions will lie en- 
trusted to a commission of experts 
and the delininating of a frontier 
will be executed by an international 
military commission. 


It now rests with tho Turkish 


government as to whether peace 
will be concluded speedily or not, 
and it is believed the sultan will re- 
sist so long as possible. The dispatch 
of attaches of the British, Russian 
and Italian embassies to Thessaly, 
with instructions to report upon the 
situation there, is due to reports in 
circulation that the Turkish irregu- 
lars have committed excesses in 
Thessaly, where many villages are 
said to have been destroyed by 
them.

Hughes Taylor, a veteran tragedian 
of wide reputation, is dead at Down- 
ingtown, Pa., a victim of dropsy.

He has named July u 
its the day upou which the sentence 
shall be carried out. The object of 
the reprieve, as the attorney general 
explained last night, is to avoid the 
necessity of re-sentencing the con- 
victed man. 


If the position taken by the gov- 


ernor be supported by the state 
iiprome court the sentence will tje 
carried out on July Oth, just as it 
would have been tomorrow but for 
the habeas corpus proceedings. To- 
day the necessary telegrams order- 
ing a stay of execution will bo sent 
to Sacramento by the governor. 
The position taken by Governor 
Budd is that the habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings and the appeal incident 'to 
the denial of the writ sued out by 
Durrant's attorneys does not act as 
a stay of proceedings. 
In other 


words, the governor desires that the 
supreme court pass upon the opin- 
ion rendered by Attorney General 
Fitzgerald, holding that the pro- 
ceedings do constitute a stay. 


Durrani is still in the condemned 


cell and until definite orders are re- 
ceived he will not he moved to other 
quarters. 


Governor Budd's 
reasons for 


granting Durrant until July i) is 
that the legal point he has mised 
could not possibly be decided before 
the time fixed for the execution to- 
morrow. 


He was advised, however, that it 


might take thirty days to decide 
even though the questions be pre- 
sented at once to the supreme court, 
lience the repreive was deemed nec- 
essary. The governor has stated 
that it is his intention for the law to 
ake its course against the murderer 
of Blanche Lament.
